3. Claims 19, 21-24, 32, and 34-37 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of 
reasons for allowance. 

4. Regarding claim 19, the prior art fails to disclose or fairly suggest a method of adjusting a 
radiotherapy simulator system, including automatically adjusting one or more components of the 
radiotherapy simulator system based on an input associated with a digital image, in combination 
with all the limitations in the claim. Claims 21-24 are allowed by virtue of their dependency. 

5. Regarding claim 32, the prior art fails to disclose or fairly suggest a machine-readable 
medium having instructions to cause a machine to perform a method of adjusting a radiotherapy 
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simulator system, including automatically adjusting one or more components of the radiotherapy 
simulator system based on an input associated with a digital image, in combination with all the 
limitations in the claim. Claims 34-37 are allowed by virtue of their dependency.
